In this 
case, the peelable adhesive may be resealable and/or an 
additional area of adhesive may be provided on the portion 
219 or on first side wail 201, which is protected by means 
such as a protective tape, which tape is removed before re- 
sealing. When access to the goods is again required, such 
as for returned goods at the mail order company, the bag 
may be opened by peeling or tearing back third flap 280. —
